Turf Production 


RGING even greater activity on 

the turf bog “ front” this year, 
Mr. Sean Lemass, Minister for 
Supplies, broadcasting from Radio 
Eireann last night, said © was 
no reason to think that the ending 
of the war in Europe would end our 
fuel difficulties. 

The fuel crisis of a year ago had 
eased, but had not passed. Man 
services had not been restored. Wi 
the return of a dry spring it was 
again necessary to restrict electricity 
usage. There was nothing to suggest 
that supplies of coal would be more 
plentiful this year. Whether the war 
ended or not, they would have to 
continue to rely on turf for domestic 
fuel, and, in the eastern districts, on 
a ration of turf. 

Industries operating on turf would 
have to do so for this year again. 
Even if increased supplies of coal 
were available, these would be en- 
tirely absorbed by the railways, 
electricity and gas plants. 

There was no margin of safety 
last year, no excess production 
over minimum essential needs, so in 
1945 we must produce more than 
in 1944. Instructions had been 
sent to the national turf producing 
agencies to get ready for full-scale | 
production. A campaign to secure 
greater independent activity could 
be undertaken by parish councils who 
could also assist in the provision 
and allocation of ‘turf banks to in- 
tending producers. An excellent 
headline had been set for private 
producers by the hundreds of city 
residents who, at much cost and 
inconvenience, had supplied them- 
selves from the bogs of the Dublin 
mountains. } 

This might be the last year of 
exceptional difficulty, but, whether it 
was or not, people must make sure 


of essential supplies by their own 
production. Without fuel industry 
would cease. and “appalling 


disaster” would visit every home. 
Now was the time to avert the 
possibility of such a disaster.

possibly sooner rather than later 
—-sheer physical exhaustion must 
put an end to the fighting. Then 
the problem of rebuilding a 
shattered world will need to be 
tackled. The war has been in 
progress for five and a half years. 
With the exception of France, 
and other countries which were 
occupied at the beginning, the 
only nations that have been fight- 
ing continuously during that 
period are Germany and the 
British Empire. All the other 
members of the vast community 
of States, which are classed now 
as belligerents, entered the con- 
flict almost exclusively against 
their wills at a later stage. Out 
of the chaos of the world struggle 
one clear fact emerges. The 
dominating powers of the im- 
mediate future will be Russia and 
the United States. Great Britain, 
who, admittedly, has borne 
much of the heat and burden of 
the day, has made gigantic sacri- 
fices. Not only has she been 
forced to squander her man- 
power; she also has used up a 
Vast proportion of her accumu- 
lated resources in capital, with 
the result that when the war is 
over her overseas investments 
will have almost disappeared, 
and, in comparison with her pre- 
war status, she will be 'a poor 
country. In these circumstances 
it is only natural that the British 
should be thinking profoundly 
about the future of their colonies. 
Ever since the time of Queen 
Elizabeth, and particularly during 
the latter half of the nineteenth 
country, Great Britain has 
been acquiring colonial territory 
the potential wealth of which is 
almost inexhaustible. After this 
war, in order to maintain any- 
thing like a decent standard of 
living on her grossly over- 
populated island, she must in- 
crease her exports by at least 50 
per cent. over the pre-war figures; 
and, therefore, her rulers must do 
everything in their power to 
develop her colonial possessions. 
The Dominions, for all practical 
purposes, are completely in- 
dependent. Sentiment: plays a 
small part in business, and, in the 
future, British manufacturers no 
longer will be able to depend on 
the Dominion markets. On the 
other hand, the colonies offer 
great opportunities. Quite recently 
it was decided to spend 
£100,000,000 over a period of ten 
years on colonial development; 
and the only criticism that was 
made of this plan was that the 
proposed sum of money was not 
enough. Obviously, if Great 
Britain is to retain her position 


‘as a first-class Power in the  post- 


war world, she must develop her 
colonies to the maximum extent. 
The suggestion has been made, 
principally in the United States, 
that’ the post-war «settlement 
should provide for some kind of 
“ pooling” of colonial resources 
in order to get rid of what 
hitherto has been one of the most 
fruitful sources of international 
friction. As the world’s greatest 
colonial Power, Great Britain, 
naturally, is most closely con- 
cerned in this idea. It is equally 


natural that her Government 
should oppose it in the strongest | 
possible way. 


In a speech during the week 
before the “ American Outpost ” 
in a London hotel, when his. 
audience was composed of 
American, as well as British, 
listeners, Colonel Oliver Stanley, 
Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, put the British case in/ 
its simplest terms. He was ex- 
ceedingly frank. The British 
people, he said, accepted full re- 
sponsibility for the administration 
of the colonies. They would wel- 
come criticism and co-operation 
from whatever quarter it might 
come; but they would share the 
responsibility with nobody. 
Colonel Stanley answered certain 
charges against the British 
Government seriatim. He pointed 
out that, while the British un- 
doubtedly had possessed certain 
colonies for a long period of 
time, they were innocent of the 
charges that they had done little 
or nothing to advance the 
interests of subject races. Any 
attempt to bring about what he 
described as a cataclysmic change 
from a centuries’. old tradition to 
the complete adoption of Western 
ways must have ended in utter 
failure. Nevertheless, much had 
been done. . For example, com- 
plete internal security had been 
substituted for tribal wars; the 
rule of law had replaced the 
caprices of individual chiefs. 
There had been notable advances 
in respect of public health, educa- 
tion and social services; and sub- 
stantial progress had been made 
in the matter of self-government. 
Colonel Stanley told his audience 
that American opinion was 
suspicious of the term ~ self- 
government”; nothing short of 
independence would “ring the 
bell” in the United States. 
He could not agree with 
that point of view. In fact, 
political development in the 
British colonies ranged from 
almost complete self-government 
in Ceylon to a system of Legis- | — 
lative Councils in the more back- 
ward countries; but, in every case, 
there was a continuous progress 
towards a more and more active 
participation by native races in 
the administration of their own 
affairs. He laid some stress on the 
thesis. that, from the world’s point 
of view, an Empire constituting a 
strategic unit was infinitely prefer- 
able to a congeries of something 
like forty independent States, 
none of which could possibly

Alas, 1 fear that 
here we have an ‘ignoble and pagan 
aspiration, not dissimilar from con- 
temporary appetites for insurance in 
other lands. Why, having bread 
and work, should any Christian seek 
also money? To spend on what? 

Again, | confess that my aware- 
ness of history is affronted by the 
statement. that “bread and work 
and money for all” is the 
“traditional heritage” of Irish 
farmers and workers. (En passant, 
I should remark that some of these 
farmers work, so that the distinction 
is hardly fair). If Irish agricultural
